A few days later many 
ladies of South Dakota met at Aberdeen and 
adopted a drastic set of resolutions upon Mrs. 
Bones and secured their insertion in the Aber- 
deen Daily News. These resolutions said that 
Mrs. Bones had neither respect for woman- 
hood nor, for herself, and had proved to be a 
hindrance and disgrace to every women’s 
society to which she belonged.” For these

A Bill Pending in the Chilean House Au- 
thorizing a Forced Loan of $20,000,000, 
Wasurneton, D. C., June 18.—Official mails

bill authorizing the President to levy a forced 

loan of $20,000,000 to carry onthe war, The 
measure has not yet passed the Senate, how- 
ever.

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MANY JEWS SEEKING AID 


LARGE NUMBERS APPLY TO THE HE- 
BREW CHARITY ASSOCIATION. 


Incidents at the Headquarters on South 
Halsted Street—The Majority of the Des- 
titute Exiles from the Kingdom of the 
Czar—Stories of Destitution That Need 
No Fiction to Color Them—Chicago a 
Mecca for Hundreds of the Refugees. 


All day yesterday the little front room in 
the third story of No. 567 South Halsted street 
were crowded with Jews who were seeking aid 
for themselves and their fafhilies. The little 
room is the headquarters of the Jewish Char- 
ity Association and every Thursday the needy 
who ask for aid are supplied. Many a touch- 
ing story of hunger and suffering was told to 
the officers and in nearly every case help was 
given at once. There is more suffering among 
the Jews just now than there has been for 
some time. This is due partly to the great 
exodus of Jews from Russia. Nearly all these 
exiles come to America and hundreds reach 
‘Chicago and remain here, either from choice 
or from lack of funds to take them any 
farther. F 

It was to aid such as these that the Charity 
Association was formed last September. 
Since that time it has aided nearly 600 per- 
sons and in doing this has expended over 
$3,600. In many cases it was only medicine 
that was needed, but in some instances the 
applicants were absolutely penniless and un- 
able to speak the English language. Yester- 
day several of the more recent arrivals of the 
Russian exiles asked for help. They had 
money, but wanted work. To Supt. Dulsky 
one of them explained his unfortunate posi- 
tion. He had been a bookkeeper in Odessa. 
Forced to leave his native country he had 
reached New York with only a small sum left 
from the savings which he had been accumu- 
lating for years. He remained in New York 
for some time, vainly:seeking work. Though 
a good bookkeeper and accountant in Russia 
his inability to either write or speak English 
rendered it impossible for him fo obtain work 
in this country. 

What Was Told of Chicago. 

Then he was told of the many advantages 
of Chicago, and, thinking that there would be 
no lack of work in this city, invested almost 
the last of his money in a ticket for the West. 
On reachmg here he sought work, only to 
have his experience ‘in New York repeated. 
Then he heard from Russian Jews who are es- 
tablished in the city of the Charity Associa- 
tion, and yesterday applied there for aid in 
getting work. There was nothing to which he 
could be put. He knew no trade and was 
physically unable to perforin the hard work 
of a day laborer. As a result he is rapidly ex- 
hausting the small sum he had succeeded in 
saving and in a short time will be compelled to 
subsist on the charity of his fellow-country- 
men whose knowledge of a trade has enabled 
then to secure a foothold in this city. 

We have many such cases, said President 
Wartelsky yesterday. There are lots of men 
who were formerly clerks and merchants in 
Russia and whohave cometo America, but 
are unable to find work. Though we have 
helped many such persons, the ones that we 
see are but a few of the many. Some of thein 
we have started in business as peddlers. To 
these men we have advanced as much as $25 
for the rent of a horse and wagon and the pur- 
chase of a stock. In every case of this kind 
as soon asthe meu have been able to earn 
anything beyond enough to support them, 
they have commenced paying small sums into 


mately repaying the money we advanced them 
and of aiding other persons who are struggling 
to make a living. 

' Aid the Suffering Poor First. 

While many of the Russian exiles come to 
us for help, we do not give them as much aid 
ab we do to the suffering poor who have been 
in the city for some time, and who, through 


themselves and their families. A society is 
now being organized for the sole purpose of 
aiding these Russian refugees, and so that part 
of the work will be taken off our hands. 

Just now we are finding it difficult to care 
for all those who come to us. The great trou- 
ble is to find work for them. They are will- 
ing to work and im nearly every case have 
searched for employment until they have 
given up in despair. Then they have come to 
us. We used to send most of these applicants 
to the Stock-Yards, where Nels Morris andthe 
other packers would give them something to 
do. Just now, however, work is light down 
there and there are few vacant jobs. 

While Mr. Wartelsky was speaking an old 
man with long gray hair and beard hobbled 
into the room. He was almost exhausted by 
his long climb up the stairway and between 
the intervals of a hacking cough explained in 
broken English his hard situation. He was 
without family or relatives and ulmost pen- 
niless. Too old and feebie to work he had 
been cared for by persons who could ul 
afford the slight additional expense that his 
food brought. Asa last resort he wanted to 
secure admission to some old people's home 
where he could spend the remainder of his 
days in comparative comfort. There is such 
an institution supported by Jews, in Cleve- 
land, O., and to that place the old man will 
be sent. ) 

That is only one of many similar cases, 
said Superintendent Dulsky.

Mr. Mercier 
dwells upon the danger that Premier Abbott 
may unwittingly favor his clients, the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad company. Mr. Mercier 
says Sir Hector Langevin was entitled to the 
Premiership, but that Mr. Laurier, the opposi- 
tion leader, is the only man capable of unit- 
ing the elements of a strong government and 
carrying out the policy of free trade which 
the people desire. Mr. Mercier closes with 
the statement that imperial federation is 
treason to Canada and says: We in Canada 
are looking forward with some anxiety to the 
time when we shall ask for independence.

CLOUDBURSTS AT UTICA AND PEORIA, 


Bridges Swept Away, Railroads Washed 
Out, and Steck Drowned, 

Orrawa, III., June 18.—[Special. ]}—The lit. 
tle Village of Utica, eight miles west of this 
city, came within a hair’s breadth of being 
wiped out of existence today. Shortly before 
noon two heavy black clouds met almost over 
the center of the village. There was a rush 
which was followed a few moments later by a 
terrific cloudburst. Torrents of water came 
rushing down over the north bluff, the gutters 
filled with water, and in less than half an hour 

the principal streets of the town were flooded 

to a depth of two feet and a half. During all 
this time the rain fell in sheets. Business- 
men and people living on the ground floors 
moved their stocks, household furniture, etc., 
to the second story of their stores and dwell- 
ings. The Rock Island road runs through the 
village at the north, and twenty minutes after 
the storm burst the tracks were all washed 
away. The torrent of water that rushed over 
the north bluff carried with it thousands of 
tons of sand, and at 1 o’cleck there were fully 
four feet of sand on the tracks. 

Had the deluge occurred half an hour later 
than it did the men employed in the mill at 
the foot of the hill would have been drowned. 
At the present writing no li 
ported as lost, but the damage to property 
will reach away up in the thousands. At 8 

was still rising. 
Pron, III., June Special.] — The 
storm of a few days ago, which did such ex- 
tensive damage in East Peoria, was nothing 
compared with the one of last night. This 
was a terror which will nevet be forgotten by 
people living between here and Farmdale. 
The early part of the aight was full of elec- 
tricity, which played fantastic freaks up to 
about half past 11, when thé rain began, It 
did uot seem to be rain but a succession of 
cloudbursts accompanied by the most 
fearful thunder and lightning. 
At Hilton, just across the river, 
in a few. minutes the first stories of the 
buildings were full of water and the people 
were compelled to flee to heights, where 
many of them passed the night, some escap- 
ing only in their night clothes, There was 
not time in some instances to release horses 
from stables and many were drowned. Num- 
bers of cattle and hogs shared a similar fate. 
Five bridges were carried away in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Hilton. 8 

At midnight the depot of the Lake Erie and 
Western railroad, near Hilton, was filled with 
people who had fied to avoid drowning. The 
Toledo, Peoria and Western ‘train which left 
here eastward-bound at 11:10 p. m., struggled 
along to reach Eureka, which it finally suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing. The Lake Erie and 
Western, the Toledo, Peoria Western, and 
the Peoria and Pekin had extensive 
washouts. Peoria was y cut off 
from the world until this oon, when tem- 
porary arrangements were made by which 
trains could be run. 

The scene along the track of the Toledo, 
Peoria and Western is one of @esolation. The 
water this evening stood sdven feet deep in 
the corn and wheat fields and last night it is 
said it was sixteen feet deep. Buildings and 
barns are ruined. The bodies of domestic 
animals can be seen in all dinaetions.

ED CORRIGAN INDICTED. 


SAID TO HAVE SOLD LIQUOR WITH- 
» OUT A LICENSE AT HAWTHORNE, 


John Brenock and Isaac G. Lansing In- 
cluded in the Action of the Grand Jury 
~The Indictment the Result of the 
War Between the Raeing- Track Men 
and the Town of Cicero—Officers Will 
Serve the Capiases Today. ' 


The war between Ed Corrigan and the 
of the Town of Cicero culminated 
yesterday in the indictment of Corrigan, 
John Brenock, and Isaac G. Lansing for sell- 
ing. liquor without a license at the 
Hawthorne track. is the 
nominal owner of the track. John 
Brenock is the ex-West Park Commissioner, 
who lives at No. 29 Macallister place, said to 
be part owner of the land on which the track 
is located and a financial backer of Corrigan. 
He will be remembered as having been indict- 
ed for assaulting Edward E. Swiney Sept. 29, 
1890, it being thought that Swmey would die. 
Lansing is ex-Warden M. J. McGarigle’s part- 
ner in the restaurant business on Clark street 
and is presumably interested in the lunch 
counter and bar at the track. 

Some time ago Corrigan applied to the 
Cicero Trustees for a license, but his applica- 
tion was denied. Nevertheless, when racing 
began at Hawthorne the selling of liquor 
was also inaugurated. Subsequently 
the Trustees caused the arrest of 
two of Corrigan’s bartenders, Peter 
Johason and Charles Kuhn. June 15 
Johnson waived examination before Justice 
Lyon and was held to the Criminal Court in 
$500 bonds. Lansing went on Johnson’s 
bond. It is supposed that the evidence in this 
case was used with the grand jury. Kuhn was 
given a hearing before Justice Brayton 
Monday. 

The War in the Board. 

The Cicero Board has devoted more than 
one stormy meeting to a consideration of how 
to prevent the sale of hquors on the Haw- 
thorne track. There has been some feeling 
between the meinbers of the board and Pres- 
ident Rothermel, growing out of the fact that 
it was not believed the President was exercis- 
ing adequate. energy in prosecuting 
the case. It was first decided, after the board 
refused a license, to send the town police to 
raid the grounds and discover employés in the 
act of selling liquor. From time to time this 
was delayed. The matter was placed in the 
hands of President Rothermel and 
the village Chief of Police. The 
proposed raid was made week before last. 
subsequent to the arrest of the bartenders. 
The village police, in all the glory of new uni- 
forms, stole into the park valiantly and then 
stole out again. No infringement of the local 
ordinances was found. Coffee, lemonade, and 
mineral waters were flowing freely, but that 
was all. The proprietors of the track then 
asked the police for tickets.

In the meantime President Rothermel of 
the Cicero Town Board was not idle. He se- 
cured F. W. Packard and F. Q. Ball, attor- 
neys, to assist him in collecting evidence and 
appeared before the grand jury Tuesday. Sev- 
eral other witnesses corroborated their state- 
ments and the indictments followed. In ad- 
dition to those against Corrigan, Brenock, and 
Lansing bills were returned against the two 
bartenders previously arrested as accessories. 
It was the intention to have a Deputy Sheriff 
serve the capiases on the men last night, but 


the indictments at the last moment were 


found to be incorrectly drawn up. The flaws 
were technical ones, however, and they will 
be corrected today. The capiases will be 
served this morning. 

The Statutory Penalty. 

The indictment is returned under Sec. 2 of 
the State Dramshop act. Selling liquor with- 
out license, which reads as follows: 

Whoever not having a license to keep a dram- 
shop shall. by himself or another, either as prin- 
cipal, clerk, or servant, directly or indirectly, 
sell any intoxicating liquor in less quan- 
tity than one gallon, or in any quan- 
tity to be drank. upon the premises, 
or in, or upon, any adjacent room, building, yard, 
premises, or place of public resort, shall be fined 
mot less than $20, nor more than $100, or imprisoned 
in the County Jail not less than ten nor more than 
thirty days, or both, in the discretion of the court.

Departure of Uncle Sam's Mén-of-War 
Alert and Mohican—Their Instructions. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 18.—The Alert | 


and Mohican sailed today for the Alaska seal- 
ing grounds. They went under special orders 
from Washington to carry out instructions 
based on the recent international agreement. 
The revenue steamers Bear and Rush are 
already north, and the Thetis and Corwin 
sailed yesterday. The Marion is to go up 
shortly and take the latest orders. 

It only became known today just what the 
orders are. No vessels seized this season are 
to be sent away, as was the Black Diamond 
last summer. Every vessel discovered is to be 
warned once, and memorandum of date and 
place will be entered- on the log of the 
revenue steamers. If after having been 
warned the vessel is caught sealing it will be 
seized and escorted to Unalaska. There the 
skins will be removed and stored and the 
officers and crew be taken to the naval trans- 
port steamer, which is to. be sent up either 
from this port or the Sound for this special 
purpose. A force of marines will guard 
all the poachers and there will be few, if any, 
cases put into the courts. ' 

The Alaska Commercial company has been 
awarded a contract for taking 2,000 tons of 
coal to Unalaska to supply the government 
fleet during the season.

CHICAGO'S STATUE OF GEN. GRANT READY 


It Is the Largest Bronze Casting Ever Made 
in the Country. 

CMC OPA, Mass., June 18.—Gen. Grant’s 
statue, from the designs of Louis Rebisso of 
Cincinnati, intended for erection in Lincoln 
Park, Chicago, has been successfully cast in 
bronze and will be shipped in a few days.

FOUND SOME CONTRABAND WHISKY. 


© Barrels Seized by Special Agents of 
the Treasury. 

Special Agents of the Treasury Department 
seized five barrels of whisky at a saloon kept 
by one Schiller on West Madison street yes- 
terday. Had the whisky been what it was 
supposed to be, a better drink of rye could 
not be obtained in the city than out of one of 
the captured barrels. Back of the whisky is a 
little story. 

Eleven years ago 1,500 barrels of good Ken- 
tucky whisky were shipped to Bermuda so 
that it might age and yet not be subject to the 
90 cents a gallon internal revenue tax until it 
was ready for the market. The United States 
Government allows whisky sent out of the 
country to come back 2 of duty in case it 
has not been tampered with. The Kentucky 
product came back, at least part of it an. and 
no duty was paid on it. Afterward v- 
ernment officers discovered that — 2 
was wrong. The liquor dad de been * 
with Jamaica rum, it is said, and this change 
made it dutiable. Portions of the contraband 
stuff were seized in New York and Cincinnati, 
and yesterday five barrels were found in Chi- 
cago.

Immigration Agent Stitch Sent to Sault St. 
Marie by the Government,

sian Jews who are paupers and other Euro- 
pean cast-offs are crossing into the United 
States at various points near the Straits.

HOW TO IMPROVE THE SOUTH BRANCH.

Attention was also called to the vast importance 
of the Chicago River and its branches to this 
city; how its commerce was dependent on 
their maintenance in good condition, and how 
this system of waterways, penetrating the city 
north, south, and west, facilitated the distri- 
bution of commodities and cheapened the 
cost of handling them, while any obstruction 
interfered with the first and increased the ex- 
pense of the last. It was stated also that all 
“classes were interested in the improvement of 
the river and its branches—the vessel men, the 
merchants, all shippers, and the railroads, 
which receive by -water so much lumber

It is clear that the present deplorable and 
disgraceful state of things on the South 
Branch cannot be suffered to continue in- 
defiuitely or the commerce of Chicago will be 
driven to.other ports.

CAGO PARKS AND ROADWAYS. 


Drexel Boulevard’s East Driveway Will Be 
Reconstructed from the Stock-Yards 
Track to, Fifty-first Street—An Expendi- 
ture of $49,000 on Garfield Boulevard 

| Proposed—New Pavilion for Washing- 
ton Park—Changes on Western Avenue 

— Where the Money Will Come From. 
The South Park Board has arranged for ex- 
tensive improvements this year. No part of 
the money raised by the sale of the bonds last 
spring will be used in making these improve- 


ments, but they will be made out of the regu- 


lar resources of the board. 

At a meeting held last month the board de- 
cided upon the improvement and reconstruc- 
tion of the east driveway of Drexel boulevard 
from the Stock-Yards track to Fifty-first 
street, including the completion of the eight- 
foot walk, The walk is to be built of crano- 
lithic or granitoid. There will be a planting 
space seven feet in width with a line of elm 


trees. The driveways will be resurfaced 


with gravel. The cost of this im- 
provement is i at 335.000. 
It 1s intended to spend $49,000 on Garfield 
boulevard from Washington Park to State 
street. Two planting. spaces are contemplat- 
ed, with parallel drives of broken limestone 
and eight-foot sidewalks on each side, of 
granitoid or cranolithic, 

Plans and specifications are being prepared 
for a. pavilion in Washington Park. It will 
contain an office for the General Superin- 
tendent and his clerical force. The pavilion 
will be an ornament to the park, and will be 
erected at a cost of $57,200. It has been de- 
cided to coritinue the road improvements on 
Western avenue from Forty-seventh street to 
Fifty-fifth, half a mile each year, the 
estimated cust $82,600, and 
if the West Par Commissioners 
will codperate to appropriate $10,000 
for a bridge across the at Western ave- 
nue it is also proposed to reconstruct Gar- 
field boulevard with gravel from ave- 
nue to Western avenue at a cost of $17,600. 
The large meadow is to be tiled, drained, * 
at a cost of $8,300 and the pool concourse 
moved, The old water reservoir is to be — 
moved and $8,500 is to be expended in the plan- 
tation of additional t etc. A large amount 
is to be expended on sidewalks on Garfield 
and Oakwood boulevards and South Park ave- 
nue. The west drive of Grand boulevard is to 
be extended from kates Se wt a to Thirty- 
ninth streets and the east drive’ from Forty- 
seventh to Forty-eighth streets at a cost of 
$14,200. Additional cross-walks are to be 
laidon Drexel boulevard and the play grounds 
at Washington Park.
